Clyde V. Kane, district engin- 
eer of the California highway 
commission, San Bernardino, will 
be at the Upland city council} 
meeting tonight to discuss the} 
intersection of the proposed ‘‘Up- 
per’’ freeway and Euclid Ave. 

Shall the intersection be as an 
overpass or an underpass? 
The councilmen are on record 
as approving only an underpass 
on the grounds that any other 
action might weaken the city’s 
position. Mr. Kane and his su- 
periors have insisted that at this 
point in the planning a deter- 
mination should not be made. 

He was invited by the council- 
men for a personal conference 
rather than prolong the discus-| 
sion through correspondence. 

Also to be considered by the 
councilmen are 28 or more bids} 
on the Arrow and Grove sewer 
lines, according to Harold Wild- 
er, city’ engineer. Further dis- 
cussion of a possible cut and fill 
cperation for the city dump on 
19th St. is anticipated. A hearing 
on the proposed vacating of an 
alley in the C.P. Lyndall subdi- 
vision plan, 23rd St. and Euclid 
Ave., will be conducted. 


Census Total 
For Upland 


Upland’s population as of Noy. 
30, 1956, is 12,650 persons, an 
jincrease of 11 people over the 
unofficial count of 12,639 reported 
by The Upland News last Dec. 13. 

Upland’s poputation is an, in- 
crease of 1,546 people since the 
1953 census, or an increase of 
almost 14%. 

Official reports of the Special 
Census conducted here by the 
;U. S. Census bureau were re- 
ceived by City Manager Elwin 
| Alder this week. The total popu- 
lation of 12,650 incfudes more 
women than men, with 6,566 
women residents and 6,084 men. 

Occupied dwelling units in Up- 
land at the time of the special 
census totaled 4,082. 

A distribution of 12,523 cau- 
ecasions and 127 non-whites was 
reported for the city. Of the 6,566 
female residents, 6,534 are cau- 
casion and 32 are _ non-whites. 
| 'The 6,084 men include 5,898 whites 
and 95 non-whites.

Mrs. Sandford ' 
Tells Of Yukon _ 


Mrs. E, J. Sandford spoke on 
“The Yukon River, Heart of the 
Gold Rush’’, at the recent meet- 
ing of the Shakespeare club, in 
the home of Mrs. Donald Keith. 
Her paper was the latest in a 
series on rivers of the world. 

Mrs. Sandford described the 
gold rush days as immortalized 
by Jack Lonavon, Rex Beech and 
Robt. Savage. 

She said Alaska has just. re- 
cently evolved from a frontier | 
land, but it has always been one 
of adventure and exploration. The 
Yukon river, which cuts through | 
the heart of the territory for 2400 
miles, to its outlet in the Bering 
Sea, had been the principal 
means of access to the interior. 
Siberian hunters migrated across 
the Bering Strait 20,000 years 
ago. she said. It is believed the 
entire Indian population of Amer- 
ica had its beginning from these 
immigrants. Before gold was dis- 
covered, Alaska was a land of 
fur traders and.its economic pos- 
sibilities were unrecognized. 

Following the gold rush, with 
its influx of paddlewheel steam-

ers bringing thousands of gold 
Seekers and with mushroom 


towns springing up, there was a 
lull until World War II. Mrs. 
Sandford described the stimulus 
brought to the country and its 
economy by establishment of 
military installations and the 
building of Alean Hwy. to trans- 
port supplies. Today steamers lie 
neglected, while towns of Alaska 
have become cities built up by 
military personnel and sustained 
by motoring tourists. Through it 
all the Yukon, unchanged in 
changing times, moves through 
its annual cycle of flow, freeze E 
and break-up, she concluded.

Ends Stay Here 
For Burglar 


Recently transferred to the 
Clay county jail, Moorehead, 
Minn., is Bobby James Feather, 
19-year-old Indian whose appre- 
hension during an entry-attempt 
here was climiaxed by confessions 
of other robberies and finally by 
a suicide-by-hanging attempt.

Status of the Parking District 


Proposal; Minority Is Vocal 


Time is getting shart for realization of the proposed park- 
ing district program ir. downtown Upland. 


So far, negotiations to achieve any practical compromise 
between the opponents and the proponents have failed. The 
city councilmen have a petition, signed by more than two- 
thirds of the property owners and merchants, seeking a park- 
ing district. Even in the face of possible legal delays, immedi- 
— steps should be taken to speed the proceedings on to an 
2) oe 


As in previous proceedings, the proposal is being fought 
by a small, but vocal minority. The opponents have offered 
nothing new in recent meetings. All they want is exclusion. 


Spokesmen for the opposition own property on Second 
Ave., south of Ninth St. It is their proposal to draw a line in 
the middle of Ninth St. and exempt south of that point from 
having any part in paying for off-street parking lots. At present, 
their proposed assessments are low by comparison with others’ 
charges. 


; It is their contention the “southern” area would receive 
no benefit and that the proposed assessments are too high. 


Such a proposal, however, is contrary to good municipal 
planning and is, of course, not acceptable to the signers of the 
petition. 

The developed business area now includes about 20 
acres — and surely it is not good planning to rule that about 
one-third of it is “blighted” and no hope of recovery. Rather, 
every impetus should bé@ given to the effort to stimulate all 
of the downtown area into a vigorous, progressive center. 


Such is the possibility with acceptance of the parking 
program. It so happens that the property owners who will be 
paying the most are not objecting; those owners whose pro- 
posed assessment is the least are seeking to kill the proposal. 


An arbitrator? The proponents have offered to leave the 
question of pro-rated costs up to a qualified assessment en- 
gineer, who after analyzing the downtown situation could 
“spread” the costs in what he considered the most fair man- 
ner. As of this writing, the opponents have declined to accept 
such a plan. 


Harold Wilder, city engineer, is qualified to equitably 
assess the parking district costs, but his figures are not accept- 
able to the opponents. Thus, the proponents are willing to 
abide by the decision of another engineer. 


It will cost an estimated $204,000 to buy the four pro- 
posed off-street parking lot sites and to pave and light them. 
This sum would be paid by all property owners within the 
district over a 15-year period. 


Usually, the tenants would assume this obligation as part 
of their rent. In such a plan, the cost is actually very, very 
nominal for an active business. We have often referred to it 
as “business” insurance — and it would cost no more than 
other insurance that must be paid by business people. 


The suggested abbreviated parking district, is not the 
answer and is a selfish proposal. 


With realization of the parking district, the downtown 
area will be making a very good start in the appeal for custo- 
mer attention. It must be accomplished. Nearly 70 per cent of 
the downtown property owners and merchants want it. 


; Tt is up to the city council to observe the desires of the 
petitioners. 


: Time is getting short — in the face of new outlying com- 
pletion. 


Local Voters Should Approve 
Chaffey Bond Election Feb. 1 


Voters in the Upland-Foothill district have had previous 
experience with proposed Chaffey bond elections. Twice be- 
fore, you have approved the measures but your wishes were 
nullified because of the negative vote in Ontario, 


; By comparsion, the previous issues were very, very small 
in dollars and cents with the $13,500,000 proposal you are 
asked to approve on Feb, 1. Without going into any back- 
ground observations, suffice it to say that “something has 
happened” to change the views of previous opposition leaders 
in Ontario. Indications point to approval of the measure, 


The fact remains, high school classrooms are badly need- 
ed and your favorable vote will provide funds to meet that 
néed for at least five or six years. Of the big total, $8,500,000 is 
for Chaffey high school. With this money, five sites for future 
schools will be purchased, the Upland high school will be 
completed to serve 1,800 students, a new Monte Vista high 
school will be started to accommodate 1,000 students and at 
Teast one additional high school will be started, 


Five million dollars of the total will be for the colleqe 
district. A new 200 acre campus site is to be purchased “in the 
ee ewonde” district north of Foothill Blvd. and this 
sum is scheduled to obtain the site and to provid 
buildings for an 1,800 student body. . Soa 


This huge bond sum is sought to provide a solution to 
the classroom problem for several years. Only a small portion 
of the $13,500,000 can be used each year due to bonding 
capacity limitations. Thus, your Chaffey tax rate will be no 
more whether the bonds were for $3,000,000 or for $13,500,000, 
The maximum bonding capacity must be maintained to get 
funds for as many possible classrooms from year to year. 


It is up to local voters to approve the bonds. 
should be defeated by Ontario voters — then the tana 
is to form a new Upland-Foothill district. If the Feb. 1 issue is 
approved by everyone, then the school district boundaries 
will apparently be set.

“Alcoholic? Do you really think 
I'm an alcoholic? But I never 
did any of those things. I only 
drink at home.” 

My new friend on the telephone 
wouldn’t give me the answer I 
wanted. “That’s a decision you'll 
have to make for yourself.” 

“But how can I tell? Alcoholics 
are drunks! I never drink in a 
bar. I don’t drink much at parties 
and black out and do crazy things 
like those people!” 

“Well, try this. Set yourself a 
daily limit of from one to three 
ounces of liquor a day. Keep that 
limit for a month. No matter what 
happens, don’t take any more or 
any less. If you are alcoholic, ‘you 
won’t be able to do it.” 

I knew I couldn’t do it. This 
thing had crept up on me over 
the months and the years, I didn’t 
know when it had started. “But 
its only been bad the last six 
months or so! It can’t be alcohol- 
ism!” 

I had called Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. My answer was there, but 
I didn’t want it. An alcoholic can 
never take another drink. Alco- 
holism is like an allergy - a di- 
sease - can never be cured, only 
arrested. The first drink sets the 
whole thing in motion. It’s a 
progressive disease, always gets 
worse, never better.

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Dr. Ira H. Holland Opens 
Family Service Agency 


Ontario Upland Family Serv- 
ice Agency has opened a suite 
of offices in the Emmons Bldg., 
Ontario, and its family counsel- 
ling and other services are now 
available to the citizens of Up- 
land and Ontario, Dr. Ira H. Hol- 
land, director, announced this 
week. 

“Main purpose of the agency 
is to aid in developing wholesome 
marriage and family life by pro- 
viding counselling services for 
people with marriage problems, 
and by developing or assisting 
group discussions of family life 
institutes with sehools, churches 
and other organizations interest- 
ed in strengthening marriage and 


family life,’ Dr. Holland said. 

The sociologist, interviewed in 
the offices, said that even before 
the office was open he had been 


called upon by several families 
and individuals for the service. 
Those calling on the agency have. 


included husbands and wives, 
parents and children. 
“Problems before marriage, 


difficulties of tensions in mar- 
riage adjustments, problems with 
family situations, all can be 
eased by counselling,’’ Dr. Hol- 
land pointed out. ‘‘Especially if 
the family or the individual uses 
the counselling service before a 
crisis occurs and if the family 
or individual can plan on a 
number of counselling  inter- 
views.”’ 

Dr. Holland explained that in 
addition to marriage and family 
counselling which constitutes the 
major portion of the service, 
many individuals may seek ad- 
justment of some pressing in- 
dividual problem, by availing 
themselves of the service. Such 
problems include help in budget 
planning, employment, housing, 
physical or mental illness. He 
said it is his practice to use all 
resources available in the com- 
munity through referrals to oth- 
er agencies. 

“Do not imagine that this 
service is available or only need- 
ed by a certain section of the 
community. Experience has 
shown that many of those seek- 
ing aid are professional people. 
Marriage and family problems 
can happen to anyone.” he said. 

An important service of the 
agency will be to provide speak- 
ers or discussion leaders for 
group meetings in Ontario and 
Upland on topics related to fam- 
ily life. When films are shown 
there will be a nominal fee 
charged to cover use of film and 
equipment. When family life 
institutes are set up the agency 
and the school, church or other 
organization sponsoring the in- 
stitute, will share the cost co- 
operatively, he explained. 

The agency, supported by the 
contributing public through 
gifts, includes four groups, those 
contributing, the agency mem- 
bers, the board of trustees with 
committees and consultants, and 
the staff. 

While the board of trustees is 
responsible for the proper func- 
tioning of the agency the service 
to individuals and families is pro-

vided on a strictly confidential 
bases, Dr. Holland explained. 
Fees for the service are based 
on the individual or family’s abil- 
ity to pay and in some cases 
there is no charge. 

Staff members include profes- 
sionally trained counsellors or 
social workers including Mrs. 
Beverly M. Holland. Consultants 
include Felix Quesada, and Rog- 
er Sagouspe. Miss Karen Strick- 
land, a sophomore attending Up- 
land college, is employed as part- 
time secretary. 

Included on the board of di- 
rectors with John Z. Martin as 
chairman pro tem, are Mrs. Wm. 
Gilliland, W. W. Mather, Dr. A. 
A. Aita, the Rev. Eugene Bar- 
nard, Chas. R. Latimer and Dr.

Not realizing what she had done, 
blonde, pig-tailed Betty Jo went 
back to bed and t6 sleep again. 
If it had not been for the intelli- 
gent action of her mother, it 


would have been a final sleep 
for Betty Jo and her two sisters, 
Cheryl, 6, and Joan, 18 months. 

Chief Hogancamp reports the 
resuscitator was not needed to 
revive the three children, but he 
and Billings used the smoke ejec- 
tor equipment to clear the ‘room 
and house of gas. This was the 
first ‘‘multiple’’ call for the re- 
suscitator in the five years since 
it was added to the Alta Loma 
equipment. 


Baby Hospitalized 

Only two months ago the No- 
wackis experienced another near- 
tragic experience when the baby, 
Joan, was hospitalized over the 
Thanksgiving holidays with in- 
testinal flu. But she recovered 
and the family enjoyed a merry 
Christmas before tragedy at- 
tempted to strike again. 

Two earlier near-tragedies 
averted involved the father and 
husband, M. J. ‘‘Joe’’ Nowacki, 
at his work for a cesspool com- 
pany. 


Father Buried Alive 

In July, the family’s first near- 
tragedy occurred when Mr. No- 
lwacki was buried in a cesspool 
cave-in. Fire department rescue 
squads were called, and success- 
fully: rescued the ‘buried man. 
During. tHe five minutes he was 
buried alive, Mr. Nowacki was 
able; to breath through the sewer
